best ex amph'S of English descrijitiv e writing. 
lu 187 .: he became the European representa 
tiv e of the N ew York Herald and spent iwo 
years in London and Paris and another year in 
w oik and trav el on the contin*-nt. In 1877 
Grant started upon his memorable trip around 
the world, and on hi.s inv itation Mr. Young 
joined the party.

H.ARKisnuuo, J an. 18 .—The end of 
Ihe first day’s fight in the battle for 
United States senator leaves the result 
very much in douot. It is Senator Quay 
against the field and the indications are 
that there will be a deadlock lasting 
some days at least. 
The Kt'publicaiis 
are divided between Mr. Quay and 
eight “ favorite sons,” and the Demo­ 
crats are united on George A. J enk.s. 
The senate and house voted sep;irately 
and they will take a ballot today in 
joint .session. 
There was no election and should the 
ballot show no election today the bal­ 
loting will continue daily until election 
IS made. 
Senator Quay’s total streugth 
in Doth houses was 112 votes, 10 less 
than the number necessary to elect on 
joint ballot assuming that the full mem­ 
bership of 254 
18 present, a condition 
that does not seem possible, as there 
are several on the sick list now. 
The first ballot showed that there was 
pnictically no break in the line of 
either of the Republican factious. 
Of 
the original signers to the auti-Quay 
pledge Senator Samuel A. 
Lk sch of 
fechuylkill aiKl Representative J ohn I. 
Shaw of Allegheny voted for Senator 
Quay. 
Kenresentative Frank L. Sny­ 
der of Luzerne, who was too ill to qual­ 
ify when the legislature organized, took 
his seat. 
He was claimed by both fac­ 
tious and pleased neither by voting for 
Alvm Markle, the Hazleton millionaire 
ooal operator and banker. 
Tlie 51 Kepublican senators and mem­ 
bers who signed the second auti-Quay 
pledge voted as they promised. 
Repre­ 
sentative Clinton Rogers Woodruff of 
Philadelphia, who was opposed to Sena­ 
tor Quay, but declined to act with his 
opiK)ueuts, voted for President J udge 
Cliaries E. Rice of the superior court. 
This made 52 votes whieh tlie auti-Quay 
leaders claim Senator Quay cannot got 
while he is a candidate. 
Representa­ 
tive Timlin (Dein.) of Laikawanna, 
cast his ballot for Supenor Court J udge 
Peter P. Smith of Scranton. 
He was 
the only Democrat who failed to vote 
for J enks, the party choice. 
The essence oi the situation is that so 
long as the anti-Quay Republicans are 
united and the Democrats vote for 
J enk.s, Senator Quay cannot be re­ 
elected. 
His 
friends 
are confident, 
however, that he will steadily gam 
votes after today, while the leaders of 
the other side are just as coufideut that 
he has readied the high-water mark. 
Governor Stone is the senator’s friend 
and 
18 aiding him in his campaign. 
The senator is on the ground mauugiug 
his canvass, and ex pects to stay during 
the early stages of the contest. 
The anti-v^'uay Republican senators 
and members agreed to meet daily until 
the fight 18 settled. 
They are divided 
on congressmen Dalzell and Stone and 
other indept'udeut Republicans. 
Their 
leaders say it is too early to concentrate 
on one candidate against Senator Quay. 
There does not seem to be any prospects | 
0 1 a coinbinatMu beiweeu the auti-Quay 
Republicans and the Democrats on the 
.senatership. 
Although not 
a single 
vote was cast m either house for Sen­ 
ator Chris E. Magee of Pittsburg, ho is 
regarded as a mo.st important factor in 
the contest. 
He has for years been opposed to 
Senator Quay’s control of the state, but 
he declineii to stay away from the Re­ 
publican caucus, of which he was made 
the noiiiiijiH*, and voted for him during 
the balloting. 
The Pittsburg senator 
and ins friends took part lu the caucus 
and .showed their oppo.sition to Mr. 
Quay by votiug for B. F. J ones of Pitts­ 
burg. 
Belore the vote was announced 
Mr. Magee moved to make {senator 
Quay’s nomination unanimous. 
The 
motion carried, and the ihttsburg sena­ 
tor has since alnded by the decision of 
the caucus 
This has made him popu­ 
lar witn tiie friends of Senator Quay 
and did not apparently diminish his 
popularity with tlie anti-Quay Republi­ 
cans. Many oi Senator Magee’s friend.s 
in both factious are predicting that 
their favorire will be chosen to succeed 
Seiiat »r Quay in the event of it being 
demonstrated that the latter cannot 
win.

His leisure time he de 
voted to the study of the law, and in 1887 was 
admitted to the bar in New York city. In 1870 
he again tried the establishment of a news­ 
paper of his own, this time The Standard. 
About this time, however. Secretary of the 
Treasury Bout well 
induced Young 
to go 
abroad to look into financial affairs. While 
abroad on this mission the awful days of the 
Pans commune occurred and Mr. Young’s ac­ 
count of the rise and fall of the commune, 
and of the stirring days through which the 
French capital passed is regarded as one of the 
best examples of English descriptive writing. 
In 187; ho became the European representa 
tive of the New York Herald aud spent iwo 
years in London and Paris and another year in 
work and travel on the continent. In 1877 
Grant started upon his memorable trip around 
the world, and on his invitation Mr. Young 
joined the party. Atter the return Mr. Young 
wrote “Around the 
World 
with General 
Grant.” 
. 
During this trip Mr. Young was specially in­ 
terested in Clima, to which country President 
Arthur sent him in 188: as United States min­ 
ister. He remained in China until the opening 
of the first Cleveland administration, when 
he returned to this country aud engaged in 
literary and business pursuits. 
When the new library of congress w’as com­ 
pleted, President McKinley named Mr. Young 
un July I, 181*7, as librarian, which place he re 
tam ed until his death.

A nti-Q uayites D ivided Votes. 


H a r r is b u r g , Jan. 18.—The end of 
the first day’s fight in the battle for 
United States senator leaves the result 
very much in doubt. It is Senator Quay 
against tli8 field and the indications are 
that there will be a deadlock lasting 
some days at least. 
The Republicans 
are divided between Mr. Quay and 
eight “ favorite sons,” and the Demo­ 
crats are united on George A. Jenks. 
The senate and house voted separately 
and they will take a ballot today in 
joint session. 
There was no election aud should the 
ballot show no electiou today the bal­ 
loting will continue daily until electiou 
is made. 
Senator Quay’s total strength 
iii both houses was 112 votes, IC less 
than the num ber necessary to elect on 
joint ballot assuming th at the full mem­ 
bership of 254 is present, a condition 
that does not seem possible, as there 
are several on the sick list now. 
The first ballot showed that there was 
practically no break in the line of 
either of the Republican factious. 
Of 
the original signers to the anti-Quay 
pledge Senator Samuel A. Leech of 
{Schuylkill and Representative John I. 
Shaw of Allegheny voted for Senator 
Quay. 
ReDresentativo Frank L. Sny­ 
der of Luzerne, who was too ill to qual­ 
ify when the legislature organized, took 
his seat. 
He was claimed by both fac­ 
tions aud pleased neither by voting for 
Alvin Markle, the Hazleton millionaire 
coal operator and banker. 
The 51 Republican senators and mem­ 
bers who signed the second anti-Quay 
pledge voted as they promised. 
Repre­ 
sentative Clinton Rogers Woodruff of 
Philadelphia, who was opposed to Sena­ 
tor Quay, but declined to act with his 
opponents, voted for President judge 
Charles E. Rice of the superior court. 
This made 52 votes which the anti-Quay 
leaders claim Senator Quay caunot got 
while he is a candidate. 
Representa­ 
tive Timlin (Dem.) of Lackawanna, 
cast his ballot for Superior Court. Judge 
Peter P. Smith of Scranton. 
He was 
the only Democrat who failed to vote 
for Jenks, the party choice. 
The essence el the situation is that so 
long as the anti-Quay Republicans are 
united aud the Democrats vote for 
Jenks, Senator Quay cauuot be re­ 
elected. 
His 
friends 
are confident, 
however, that he will steadily gain 
votes after today, while the leaders of 
the other side are just as confident th at 
lie has reached the high-water mark. 
Governor Stone is the senator’s friend 
aud is aiding him in his campaign. 
The senator is on the ground m anaging 
his canvass, and expects to stay during 
the early stages of the contest. 
The anti-Quay Republican senators 
and members agreed to meet daily until 
the fight is settled. 
They are divided 
on congressmen Dalzell aud Stone and 
other independent Republicans. 
Their 
leaders say it is too early to concentrate 
on one candidate against Senator Quay. 
There does not seem to be any prospects 
of a combination between the anti-Quay 
Republicans and the Democrats on the 
senatorship. 
Although not 
a single 
vote was cast in either house for Sen­ 
ator Chris L. Magee of Pittsburg, he is 
regarded as a most im portant factor in 
the contest. 
He lias for years been opposed to 
Senator Quay’s control of the state, but 
he declined to stay away from the Re­ 
publican caucus, of which be was made 
the nominee, aud voted for him during 
the balloting. 
The Pittsburg senator 
and his friends took part in the caucus 
and showed their opposition to Mr. 
Quay by votiug for B. F. Jones of P itts­ 
burg. 
Belore the vote was announced 
Mr. Magee moved to make Senator 
Quay’s nomination unanimous. 
The 
motion carried, aud the Pittsburg sena­ 
tor has since abided by the decision of 
the caucus 
This has made him popu- 
lar w ith the friends of Senator Quay 
and did not apparently diminish his 
popularity with the anti-Quay Republi­ 
cans.

H a r r is b u r g , Jan. 18.— The end of 
the first day’s fight in the battlo for 
United States senator leaves the result 
very much in doubt. It is Senator Quay 
against the field and the indications are 
that tin re w ill be a deadlock lasting 
some days at least. 
The Republicans 
are divided between Mr. Quay aud 
eight “favorite sons,” and the Demo­ 
crats are united on George A. Jenks. 
The senate and house voted separately 
and they will take a ballot today in 
joint session. 
There was no election aud should tho 
ballot show no election today the bal­ 
loting will continue daily uutil election 
is made. 
Senator Quay’s total strength 
in both houses was 112 votes, IG less 
than the number necessary to elect on 
joint ballot assuming that the full mem­ 
bership of 254 is present, a condition 
that does not seem possible, as thoro 
are several on tho sick list now. 
The first ballot showed that there was 
practically no break in the line of 
either of the Republican factious.

the original signers to the anti-Quay 
pledge Senator Samuel A. Loach of 
Schuylkill and Representative John I. 
Shaw of Allegheny voted for Senator 
Quay. 
ReDresentativo Frank L. Sny­ 
der of Luzerne, who was too ill to qual­ 
ify when the legislature organized, took 
his seat. 
He was claimed by both fac­ 
tions aud pleased neither by voting for 
Alvin Markle, the Hazleton millionaire 
coal operator and banker. 
The 51 Republican senators and mem­ 
bers who signed the second anti-Quay 
pledge voted as they promised.

NEW FLYING MACHINE MAN. 


C. R. H ite T h in k * H e B a e S o lv e d 
P r o b le m In a D i r i g i b l e B a llo o n . 
To a Philadelphian may fall the hon­ 
or of solving the problem of aerial navi­ 
gation. 
Charles E. Hite, a young in­ 
ventor who has a laboratory in Phila­ 
delphia, believes he has even now a 
dirigible balloon that will travel in the 
air under perfect control 
He says he 
believes it will revolutionize the meth­ 
ods of warfare and make the navies of 
the powers to all intents and purposes 
useless. 
More than a year ago Mr. Hite ex­ 
perimented in relation to power applied 
to a series of disk fans as propellers. 
Contrary to certain theories and calcu­ 
lations. the efficiency of a fan as a pro­ 
pelling agent he found to be increased 
by inclosing the fan in the forward end 
of a tulle of about the same length as 
the diameter, forcing the air backward 
through the tube. 
Dr. W. P Wilson of the Philadelphia 
museums, who saw Mr H ite's experi­ 
ments. remarked that he could see noth­ 
ing to prevent the successful working 
of a practical machine, and he believes 
Mr. H ite will accomplish valuable re­ 
sults. 
Mr. H ite has nearly completed a 
machine of such size that it will carry 
four or five persona This is now at his 
workshop in Trenton.

It 
may be that a senate seat is a purchas­ 
able commodity, but there are a number 
of men in the senate who if informed 
that the capitol were to be sold at auc­ 
tion couldn’t hear the bell ring.

The laugh went around, 
and the cabinet ministers all assnred 
the president humorously that they bad 
not “ leaked.” The president pointed to 
each man and asked for an explanation, 
bat he was not enlightened. That put 
the laugh on the president, who was 
told that it would be impossible to keep 
such an important bit of news from the 
press.

litical atmosphere prevails. 
Tho most noted political hotel in the 
country, apart from the old Fifth Ave­ 
nue, is psrhaps the Arlington, in Wash­ 
ington. 
For more than a quarter of a 
century this hotel bas been famous 
throughout the country as the rendez­ 
vous of politicians, senators and repre­ 
sentatives. 
It is known as the presi­ 
dents’ hotel, because every president in 
the past 20 years, save McKinley, bas 
lived there during the three or four 
days prior to inauguration. 
The lobby of the Arlington is always 
crowded after nightfall with legislators 
and camp followers of congress. A half 
dozen senators-—Platt of Connecticut, 
Platt of New York, Smith of New Jer­ 
sey, Aldrich of Rhode Island, Simon of 
Oregon and Wilson of Washington_ 
live there, while a dozen or more repre­ 
sentatives make this hotel their home 
during the sessions of congress.

NEW FLYING MACHINE MAN.

To a Philadelphian may fall the hon­ 
or of solving the problem of aerial navi­ 
gation. 
Charles E. Hite, a young in­ 
ventor who has a laboratory in Phila­ 
delphia, believes he has even now a 
dirigible balloon that will travel iii the 
air under perfect control 
He says he 
believes it will revolntionize the meth­ 
ods of warfare and make the navies of 
the powers to all intents and purposes 
useless. 
More than a year ago Mr. Hite ex­ 
perimented in relation to power applied 
to a series of disk fans as propellers. 
Contrary to certain theories and calcu­ 
lations. the efficiency of a fan as a pro­ 
pelling agent he found to be increased 
by inclosing the fan in the forward end 
of a tube of about the same length as 
the diameter, forcing the air backward 
through the tube. 
Dr. W. P Wilson of the Philadelphia 
museums, who saw Mr H ite’s experi­ 
ments. remarked that he could see noth­ 
ing to prevent the successful working 
of a practical machine, and he believes 
Mr. Hite will accomplish valuable re­ 
sults. 
Mr. Kite has nearly completed a 
machine of such size that it will carry 
four or five persons. This is now at his 
workshop in Trenton. Mr. Kite expects 
soon to make a trial of his balloon, as­ 
sisted by Samuel A- King of Philadel­

The audience applauded and cheered 
her until the cnrtain had been raised 
and lowered a dozen times. 
Belasco, 
who adapted the play from the French 
of Berton and Simon, made a speech in 
which he extolled the grit and determ i­ 
nation of his pupil, and the star herself 
m urm ured a few words of grateful 
thanks. 
“ Zaza,” like ‘‘Cam ille,” has a co­ 
cotte for its heroine. Her social status, 
however, is lower than th at of the 
Dame aux Camelias. She is a chanteuse 
eccentriqne in a provincial music hall 
Coarse, vulgar, seductive, 
imperious 
and violent tempered, she is withal 
generous and kind to those in need of 
sympathy and help. 
Tho first act takes place upon the 
stage of the theater. On the I* It is the 
star’s dressing room. 
The mysteries of 
the stage are exploited, and w ith al­ 
most brutal frankness the laxities of 
professional life, Gallic a t least, arc 
openly revealed. 
The realism hero is 
daring. 
The manner in which it is 
worked out technically is m arvelous in 
its detail. 
To Zaza is introduced a Bernard Dn- 
frene. 
He is a man of 38, a typical 
Frenchman. 
Zaza w ith her composer 
makes a bet th at she will force him to 
take her out to supper. Beneath her se 
dnctive blandishm ents the weak man 
yields, and when the cnrtain next goes 
np on the couple at St. Etienne Zaza 
for six weeks has for the first tim e real­ 
ized trne happiness. 
She loves and is 
beloved. 
But the happiness is short 
lived. 
W hen her lover departs, she 
hears th at he is a m arried man. 
For 
herself she will learn the truth, and to 
Paris she goes, jealous and vindictive, 
to revenge herself upon the wife. There 
shall be a scene, she promises the friend 
who accompanies her, but her wild rage 
melts away when instead of the wife 
she meets—his child. 
There is some 
good left in Zaza, and tho innocent 
prattle touches the heart of the woman 
of the gutter, and she silently w ith­ 
draws. 
Back to the little house at St. Etienne 
the scene next shifts. 
Broken hearted 
at her lover’s perfidy she returns. 
She 
will give him up. 
No; she will look 
upon w hat she has learned as a dream 
W ith comforting sophistry sho per­ 
suades herself that that is tho best 
course for all concerned. Dufrene comes 
back. 
W hy did he not tell her he was 
m arried I He excuses himself. Ile never 
dreamed of the relations they were to 
enter upon when he met her for the 
first tithe. 
It was his fau lt 
But who 
could w ithstand her charm and smile? 
She m entions his 
wife and the 
daughter Toto. 
When ho learns that 
she has dared to enter his home, ho up­ 
braids her w ith a violence almost per­ 
sonal. 
Jealous and mad w ith rage, she 
retorts. 
In the interchange of recrim ­ 
ination Zaza realizes her true position 
Real love for lier there was none. 
She 
was his plaything, now despised, and 
with a sweep of passion, volcanic in 
force, she drives him from tho house. 
Iii the final act Zaza has become a suc­ 
cessful star. Paris is at her feet. Again 
Dufrene crosses lier path and nrgos hor 
to elope w ith him. 
“ Let ns become 
again w hat we were to each o th er,’’ he 
says. “ No,' ’ she replies. ‘ ‘Kiss Toto for 
me. W e part forever. ” 
“ Zaza” will hereafter take its place 
in the theatrical repertory as one of tho 
great test parts. 
It is a creation as 
complete in its depth, variety, power, 
humor and emotional force as “ Ca­ 
m ille’’ and “ Frou-Frou” combined. 
W hat Mrs. C arter did with this exact­ 
ing role is to say th at she realized its 
every subtle x>oint and meaning.

him. He supposed something had lodged 
in it whioh would wash oat and the in­ 
flammation would subside. 
Bot the irritation became more in­ 
tense as the day passed. He had engaged 
to accompany a young lady to the Phil­ 
harmonic Symphony society concert in 
the evening. In spite of the severest 
suffering be oalled at her home to keep 
the engagement. 
The young lady suggested that he go 
to see a doctor whose residence was 
next door. He did so, and the doctor 
examined the eye carefnlly. “ There is 
no foreign substance in your eye,’’ he 
said. “ It has become infected in some 
manner. I advise that you consult a 
specialist without delay.” 
Instead of going with him to the con­ 
cert the young lady accompanied him 
to the office of a well known oonlist 
near Beaumont street and Washington 
avenue. The specialist said: “ Yon are 
in great danger of losing your eyesight. 
Prompt and thorough treatment is nec­ 
essary to save it. An operation may be 
necessary. 
Yon will have to go imme­ 
diately to the Baptist sanitarium.” 
The doctor dismissed his other pa­ 
tients, and entering the carriage in 
which the young man had come ac­ 
companied him to the sanitarium. It 
was a bit unusual for a man to go to a 
hospital in evening dress and high hat, 
but his sight was more precious to him 
than a precise regard for the fitness of 
raiment 
An operation was not necessary, but 
the use of the knife oonld not have in­ 
flicted more acute pain. The eyeball 
was swabbed and scraped and cleansed 
and packed and the young man says, 
with a shudder, be thinks it was sand­ 
papered and chiseled. The left eye was 
subjected to like heroic treatment as a 
precautionary measure, and for 24 
hours the young man was in anxious, 
bandaged darkness. 
When the bandages were removed by 
the surgeon, a hopeful exclamation es­ 
caped him. 
He feels confident now 
there w ill be no ill effects, but if surgi­ 
cal interposition had been delayed a 
few hours longer the sight of one and 
possibly both eyes would have beeu de­ 
stroyed. 
The towel microbe bae also been at 
work in Chicago. 
A few days ago a 
gentleman was asked in one of the swell 
shops iu St. Louis if he would have a 
hot towel over bis eyes. “ Not for any­ 
thing,” he said. “I was blind three 
months in Chicago as a result of the 
application of a hot towel to my eyes.” 
The use of a hot, damp towel seems 
to be a western innovation. 
It is not 
used in eastern barber shops. The young 
man at the Baptist sanitarium is well 
known in St. Louis. He withheld per­ 
mission to use his name boca nee he 
feared his parents woald be unduly 
alarmed.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

tions are often given to immoderate 
laughter, which tends to increase nerv 
ous exhaustion. 
Dr. Feilchenfeld relates an instruc­ 
tive case in which a little girl suffered 
from very definite cardiac symptoms 
after immoderate laughter. The patient 
was 13 years old and had previously 
been free from any sign of heart dis­ 
ease. 
After laughing on and off for 
nearly an hour with some companions 
she suddenly felt stabbing pains in the 
chest and was seized with fits of cough­ 
ing, followed by cardiac dyspnoea, very 
well marked. Feilchenfeld believes that 
tho cardiac disease directly resulted 
from immoderate laughing.

In 1888 Young becam e m anaging ed ito r of 
the New Y o rk Tribune. 
A t that tim e Young 
was only 25 y ears old. 
H is leisure tim e he de 
voted to the study o f th e law , and in 1887 was 
ad m itted to the bar in New York city . 
In 1870 
lie again tried the establish m en t of a new s­ 
paper of his own, th is tim e The Standard. 
A bout this tim e, how ever. S ecretary of the

abroad to look in to financial affairs. 
W hile 
abroad on this m ission the aw ful days of the 
P a lls com m une occurred and Mr. Young’s ac­ 
cou n t of th e rise and fail of the com m une, 
and of the stirrin g days through w hich the 
F ren ch capital passed is regarded as one of the 
best exam ples of English descriptive w riting 
la 187- he becam e the European rep resen ta 
tive of th e New Y o rk H erald aud spent iwo 
years ill London and P aris and another y ear in 
w oik and trav el on the continent. 
In 1877 
G ran t sta rte d upon his m em orable trip around 
th e w orld, and on his invitation Mr. Young 
join ed the party. 
A tte r the return Mr. Young 
w rote “A round the 
W orld 
w ith G eneral 
G ra n t." 
D uring th is trip M r. Y oung was specially in ­ 
terested in China, to w hich country President 
A rth u r sen t lam in 188. as United S tates m in­ 
s te r . He rem ained in Clim a until the opening 
of the first Cleveland adm inistration, when 
he retu rn ed to this cou ntry aud engaged in 
litera ry and business pursuits. 
W hen the new lib rary of congress was com ­ 
pleted, President M cK inley nam ed Mr. Young 
on Ju ly I, 18G7, as lib rarian , which place he re 
t nncd un til his death.

H a r r i s b u r g , Jan . 18.—The end of 
the first day’s fight in the battle for 
United States senator leaves the result 
very much in douot. It is Senator Quay 
against the field and the indications are 
that there will be a deadlock lasting 
some days at least. 
The Republicans 
are divided between Mr. Quay and 
eight “ favorite sons,” and the Demo­ 
crats arc united on George A. Jenks. 
The senate aud house voted separately 
and they will take a ballot today in 
joint session. 
There was no election aud should the 
ballot show no election today the bal­ 
loting will continue daily until election 
is made. 
Senator Quay’s total strength 
in both houses was 112 votes, IG less 
than the number necessary to elect on 
joint ballot assuming that the full mem­ 
bership of 254 is present, a condition 
that does not seem possible, as there 
are several on the sick list now. 
Tile first ballot showed that there was 
practically no break in the line of 
either of the Republican factions. 
Of 
the original signers to the anti-Quay 
pledge Senator Samuel 
A. Loach of 
Schuylkill and Representative John I. 
Shaw of Allegheny voted for Senator 
Quay. 
Kenresentativ© Frank L. Sny­ 
der of Luzerne, who was too ill to qual 
ify when the legislature organized, took 
his seat. 
He was claimed by both fac­ 
tious aud pleased neither by voting for 
Alvin Markle, the Hazleton millionaire 
coal operator and banker. 
The 51 Republican senators and mem­ 
bers who signed the second anti-Quay 
pledge voted us they promised. 
Repre­ 
sentative Clinton Rogers Woodruff of 
Philadelphia, who was opposed to Sena­ 
tor Quay, but declined to act with his 
opponents, voted for President judge 
Charles E. Rice of the superior court. 
This made 52 \otes which the anti-Quay 
leaders claim Senator Quay cannot got 
while he is a candidate. 
Representa­ 
tive Timlin (Dem.) of 
Lackawanna, 
cast his ballot for Super.or Court Judge 
Peter P. Smith of Scranton. 
Ho was 
the only Democrat who failed to vote 
for Jenks, tho party choice. 
The essence oi the situation is that so 
long as the anti-Quay Republicans are 
united aud the Democrats vote for 
Jenks, Senator Quay cannot be re­ 
elected. 
His 
friends 
are confident, 
however, that fie will steadily gain 
votes after today, while the leaders of 
the other side are ju st as coufident that 
fie has reached cue high-water mark. 
Governor Stone is the senator’s friend 
aud is aiding him in his campaign. 
The senator is on the ground managing 
his canvass, and expects to stay during 
the early stages of the contest. 
The anti-Quay Republican senators 
and members agreed to meet daily until 
the fight is settled. 
They are divided 
on congressmen Dalzell and Stone aud 
other independent Republicans. 
Their 
leaders say it is too early to concentrate 
on one candidate against Senator Quay. 
There does not seem to be any prospects 
of a combination between the anti-Quay 
Republicans aud the Democrats on the 
senatorship. 
Although not 
a single 
vote was cast in either house for Sen­ 
ator Chris L. Magee of Pittsburg, he is 
regarded as a most important factor in 
the contest. 
He has for years been opposed to 
Senator Quay's control of the state, but 
he declined to stay away from the R e­ 
publican caucus, of which he was made 
the nominee, and voted for him during 
the balloting.

the stage are exploited, and with a1 
most brutal frankness the laxities of 
professional life, Gallic a t least, are 
openly revealed. 
The realism here is 
daring.

trusted and what dangers are to be 
avoided in time of war. Their duty 
was made to them very plain.

He had engaged 
to accompany a young lady to the P h il­ 
harm onic Symphony society concert in 
the evening. 
In spite of the severest 
suffering he called at her home to keep 
the engagement. 
The young lady suggested th at he go 
to see a doctor whose residence was 
next door. 
He did so, aud the doctor 
examined the eye carefully. 
“ There is 
no foreign substance in your eye, " h e 
said. 
“ It bas become infected in some 
m anner. I advise th at you consult a 
specialist w ithout delay ." 
Instead of g^ing w ith him to the con­ 
cert the young lady accompanied him 
to the office of a well known oculist 
near Beaumont street and W ashington 
avenue. 
The specialist said: “ You are 
in great danger of losing your eyesight. 
Prom pt and thorough treatm ent is nec­ 
essary to save it. 
An operation m ay be 
necessary. 
You will have to go im m e­ 
diately to the Baptist sa n itariu m ." 
The doctor dismissed his other p a­ 
tients, and entering the carriage in 
which the young m an bad come a c ­ 
companied him to the sanitarium . 
It 
was a bit unusual for a m an to go to a 
hospital in evening dress and high hat, 
but his sight was m ole precious to him 
than a precise regard for the fitness of 
raiment. 
An operation was not necessary, bot 
the use of the knife oould not have in­ 
flicted more acute pain. 
The eyeball 
w as swabbed and scraped and cleansed 
aud paoked and the young man says, 
w ith a shudder, be thinks it was sand­ 
papered aud chiseled. 
The left eye was 
subjected to like heroic treatm ent as a 
precautionary 
measure, 
aud 
for 24 
hours the young m an was in anxious, 
bandaged darkness. 
When the bandages were removed by 
the surgeon, a hopeful exclamation es­ 
caped him. 
He feels confident now 
there will be no ill effects, but if surgi- 
cal interposition had been delayed a 
few hours longer the sight of one and 
possibly both eyes would have been de­ 
stroyed. 
Tile towel microbe bas also been at 
work in Chicago. 
A few days ngo a 
gentlem an was asked in one of the swell 
shops in St. Louis if he would have a 
bot towel over his eyes. 
“ Not for an y ­ 
th in g ," he said. 
“ I was blind three 
m ouths in Chicago as a result of the 
application of a hot towel to my eyes.’’ 
The use of a hot, dam p towel seems 
to be a western innovation.
